THE EXPEDITION FOR CHINA.

There was no foundation for this statement, but the 
men of the 24th believed it, and conceiving that they 
were about to be attacked with fire-arms, at once in their 
drunken rage went for their own,and some of the men 
instantly loaded, and fired many rounds from one bal- 
cony across into the other occupied by the Militia. The 
marks of twenty-seven balls are still to be seen on the 
doors, walls, and windows. One militiaman was 
killed, and two wounded with the bullets.

Militia with a battalion of the Line, which facilitates 
the transfer of quarrels trom the canteen to the bar- 
racks, and led to the riot.

The guard of the 
mail, Mr. Thomas Taylor, unfortunately came under the 
coach and was killed on the spot. The passengers and 
driver escaped with very little injury; and the coach 
having been got up again, it proceeded on its journey, 
Mr. Flanigan, jun., the postmasters son at Dromore taking 
charge of the mail to Loughbrickland, where they met 
the down mail, the guard of which returned to Dun- 
dalk, and Mr. Flanigan took charge of the mail to Bel- 
fast. The body of Mr. Taylor was removed to the con- 
stabulary barracks, Dromore, where an inquest will be 
held to-day. The deceased was a native of England, 
quite a young man, of most respectable appearance. 
He has left a widow to bemoan the sudden and untimely 
death of her husband; she is a native of Belfast. On 
last Saturday night he brought her up to Dundalk, to 
spend Christmas there, where she was staying when her 
husband met his death. He was much respected by 
his acquaintances in Belfast, and is deeply regretted by 
those who knew him.

FRANCE. 
(FROM THE CORRESPONDENT OF THE GLOBE.) 
Paris, Tuesday Evening. 
In Monday’s Globe I ventured to predict that L’Uni- 
vers would be forcibly interdicted from circulating any 
petition or address to the Pope conveying censure on 
the Imperial Government. ‘This morning that journal 
has got the avertissement thus anticipsted, and this 
being No. 2, the final extinction of Veuillot must fol- 
low No. 3, when that luminary must emit its odour of 
sanctity out of a quenched socket. It had agents 
among some charitable confraternities fur hawking its 
“address” among the workshops for the signature or 
mark of such as could be got to join in the agitation, a 
proceeding which, if tolerated, would afford a precedent 
jor every other class of disaffected Frenchmen to stir up 
home grievances. On the other hand, at Porte St. Mar- 
tin Theatre, mostly crowded by workmen, a dramatic 
version of the Mortara affair is the current attraction, 
and this appeal to the family sentiment is found effec- 
tual. It is no secret that the drama in question is from 
the pen of the Emperor’s private secretary, M. Moc- 
guard; indeed L’ Univers attacks him personally as the 
author. 
From the known fact that Dupanloup, Bishop of 
Orleans, whose pastoral was the most violent of the lot, 
being a partisan of the Orleans dynasty, and in league 
with Thiers, Guizot, and his other brethren of the 
French Academy, who dabble in covert opposition to 
the Empire, curiosity was bent on watching the course 
which the Journal des Debats would take. ‘To-day that 
organ of the higher order of French politicians com- 
pletely approves of the proposed limitation of theocratic 
rule in that part of Italy ; indeed it goes farther, and 
laments the future condition of the small Roman dis- 
trict still retained for public convenience in its old 
social immobility, while human progress goes on outside, 
reduced to “cultivate ruins” (like Marius at Carthage), 
and left to find “ solace in prayer,” or acting as show- 
men to picture galleries. The pen that traces this 
editorial article is held by John Lemoinne, who aptly 
quotes a couplet from the tragedy of Les Horaces, by 
Corneille :— i 
Je rends grace aux Dieux de n'etre pas Romain, 
Pour conserver encor’ quelque chose d'humain ! 
The consternation at Vienna is something awful. The 
official Ostdeutsche Post shrieks out that Villafranca was 
a mockery and a snare (which is very likely); “ this 
amphlet is a direct menace to Austr'a ; if her rights in 
taly are disregarded the rights of nobody in Europe are 
safe henceforth.” So says La Cazette des Postes. 
From Italy the various journals bring tidings of the 
universal satisfaction felt at the recognition of the na- 
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Extreme Destirution IN Wicx.—We know that no 
more powerful argument for aid, in this emergency, 
could be advanced than the statement of the simple 
fact, that out of a population of seven thousand persons, 
there are no fewer than one thousand two hundred 
men, women, and children, in a state of extreme desti- 
tution, verging in some cases on actual starvation.—

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LICENSED GROCERS AND VINTNERS’ SOCIETY. 

The usual weekly meeting of this body was held 
yesterday, at their rooms, 67, William-street— 

Mr. Jonny Nrxon, in the chair. 

The Secretary read the annual report of the joint- 
stock branch of the society, which he represented as 
being in a very prosperous state. The loans for the 
year amounted to nearly £5,000, and the interest 
thereon enabled them to declare a dividend exceeding 
8 per cent. on the capital invested.

He could not help, however, congratulating 
them most heartily on the complete success that has 
attended this branch of the society, from its formation, 
six years ago.

Mr. Picker, chairman of the Dinner Committee, re- 
ported that they were actively engaged in passing 
tickets for the occasion, and that a very considerable 
number of them had been already disposed of.

The Clerk read the following communication from the 
Collector-General :— 

“ 43, Fleet-street, 27th December, 1859. 
é Sir,—I] have received your letter of the 22nd inst., and 
copy ofa resolution passed on the day preceding, by the 
North Dublin Union Board of Guardians. 

“ The facts of the case to which the resolution refers are 
simply these :—On the 10th inst., it was assumed that there 
was a large deficiency in this year’s collection of-the poor- 
ratea, and that it contra ted unfavourably with the collection 
of 1858. I myself, concluding from the figures placed before 
me, believed that the collection was in reality in arrear, though 
I thought that the amount of the outstanding rates was exag- 
gerated. When my former letter, addressed to the board, 
became public, the collectors came to me and clearly proved 
that it was a mistake to suppose there was any deficiency at 
all in the general collection of the present year. That col- 
lection being shown to be as good as the collection of last 
year, it followed that there must be some mistake in a special 
case, and, on investigation, it was found that there was an 
over-payment to theaccount of the North Dublin Union 
in 1858, amounting en the 4th December to nearly 
what I took to be the deficiency of 1859—namely, 
£585. The collectors were impeached in the resolution 
of the 10th instant, and strongly so in the speeches 
of some of the guardians afterwards; but they are in no re- 
spect to blame. One of the most efficient of them was not 
able to do duty fur some time, but efforts used to supply his 
plage have been attended with ample success, and at the end 
of the year I believe my anticipation that the whole receipt 
of poor-rate will not be disproportioned to that of 1858 will 
be fully verified. It has been asked why a collector has not 
beea appointed in the room of this gentleman. The answer 
is, that experience has shown that there was no necessity for 
such a course. If a new collector was called in during the 
last nine years, whenever an old one has been disabled from 
doing duty, I can aver that a useless burthen, of no inconsider- 
able amount, would have been imposed on the public. I am 
now to explain how it happened that lodgments were placed 
to the credit of a wrong account in 1858, I have endeavoured 
to do this in the following words, which at my instance, have 
already obtained publicity. It isthe daty of an officer connected 
with this department to make out, every year, a table to 
regulate the weekly allocations of the several accounts for 
which tax+s are collected. This duty the officer has dis- 
charged for eight years with an accuracy which, I believe, 
has never been surpassed. Many have seen the tables, and 
expressed their admiration of them; and their effect in distri- 
yuting fractional amounts, so as to avoid the loss of a farthing 
in £100,009, has been often a subject of praise. This officer 
went through his usual calculations for 1858, and completed 
them with customary success, but in giving headings to his 
tows of figures, he transposed two, assigning to the Grand 
jury account those which belonged to that of the North Union 
Guardians; thas allocating to the latter a weekly sum of 
£18 12s , to which it was not entitled. The effect was con- 
tined to the Grand Jury rate, collected in the north of the eity, 
N similar error occurred inthe South Union, or anywhere else 
before. I am far fromthinkingthat this error was not veryse- 
rietus ; I greatly regret it, and I am sure that it has given mere 
pain to the excllent officer who committed it than he ever 
suffered before. It was not the fruit fof any laxity or in- 
attention in the transaction of business on his part, but in 
redlity the accid: nt of method and particularity. For these 
thetables were constructed, and they have, besides, been 
found most useful in economising time. One source oí satis- 
faction is, that the solitary mistake connected with them 
mutt have been found out, that it involved no loss ef the

THE HON. HUGH ROWLEY AND HIS LATE 
WIFE. 
FURTHER EXAMINATION. 

Tuesday afternoon the further examigation into the 
charge of perjury preferred by the Hon. Hugh Rowley 
against his wife, alleged to have been committed in the 
suit instituted by her in the Divorce Court, was again 
resumed from Thursday last. 

Mr. Sleigh and Mr. Orridge appeared for the pro- 
secution, and Mr. Metcalfe for the late Mrs. Rowley. 

Mr. Sleigh said since the last examination a number 
of letters had been found, and he thought it only fair 
to his learned friend Mr. Metcalfe that they be now 


Mr. Metcalfe objected to their being read. He had 
been tied down to the strict rule of evidence, and he 
should pursue that line of conduct. 

Mr. Paynter said it would be better the letters should 
not be read. 

Mr. Metcalfe then continued his cross-examination 
of Mr. Rowley. He in his answers said he had 
been for the last five weeks at his mother’s resi- 
dence at Leinster Lodge. He was aware it had 
been denied he was living there, but it was not by 
his instructions. When he returned from Dawlish, 
he took Mrs. Rowley to Lady Langford’s. She had 
with her his jewels, and an India shaw! for which he 
had given £250. 

Mr. Metcalfe—They were paid for out of her own 
money. 

Mr. Rowley—No, it was paid out of my own money. 

Mr. Metcalfe—Why, you had £2,000 from her. 

Mr. Rowley—And she had £7,000 out of me. 

The learned Counsel then proceeded to cross-examine 
Mr. Rowley at some length upon this and other points ; 
but the facts were all immaterial, and produced some 
offensive expressions from Mr. Rowley to his wife. 

Mr. Metcalfe objected. 

Mr. Paynter advised Mr. Rowley to make no use of 
expressions against the character ot Mrs. Rowley, as it 
could have nothing to do with the perjury. 

Mr. Metcalfe said he now propused to produce and 
read letters written by Mrs. Rowley to her motl.er, 
complaining of the conduct of Mr. Rowley. 

Mr. Orridge objected, as it was competent for Mrs. 
Rowley to have produced those letters in the Divorce 
Court, before Sir Cresswell Cresswell. 

Mr. Metcalfe put in a letter, and asked Mr. Rowley 
whether that was not his wife’s handwriting ? 

Mr. Rowley said it was, but she might have written 
it má 

iltimately the letters were not allowed to be read. 

Mr. Rowley, in answer to questions of Mr. Metcalfe, 
denied that he had at any time, or on any occasion, 
committed any violence on his wife, and he also denied 
that he had any knowledge that she had written letters 
complaining of his ill-treatment ; and he positively de- 
nied being stationed behind the curtain in the Divorce 
Court when certain questions were put to her, which 
he now denied was true. 

Mr. Metcalfe—Did you not injure a servant on the 
arm at Impledon ? 

Mr. Rowley said he never did; all that took place 
was, a servant at Impledon was washing in a room 
where his guns were; the servant continued to do so, 
and he insisted upon throwing away the water, and 
the servant resisting might have hurt her arms and had 
a doctor; he did not know a milliner named Mrs. 
Henderson; he was arrested when living in Sloane- 
street for a debt his marriage cost; Mrs. Rowley was 
arrested at the same time, but it was for a debt owing 
by her before her marriage, and they were both taken 
to Sloman’s, but the debt was paid, and the money 
was raised partly by her jewels, but principally by his 
own; would not swear he had not called his wifea 
d—d infernal brute within a week after his marriage, 
and he might have done so the next morning; may 
have said, “ God d— and curse you,” to her, but he 
perfectly recollected Mrs. Rowley damning him and 
cursing his mother. 

Mr. Metcalfe—Of course it was all Mrs. Rowley. 
Now,I ask you did you ever call your wife a b—— 
bitch ? 

Mr. Rowley—He might have done so, and dare say 
he did, and did so for a good reason. 

Mr. Metcalfe—Do you not recollect seeing the gen- 
tleman by the side of me (Mr. Barton) in Westminster 
Hall, and stating that if your wife gave evidence against 
you of those little facts you would blast ‘her character ? 

Mr, Rowley— Never, 

Mr. Metcalfe—Do you know that your wife was 
compelled to pawn her clothes when she wanted 
money ? 

Mr.Rowley—He always instructed his nother to give 
her money when she wanted it; he admitted thag he 
had pawned jewels and other articles at Mr. Vincent’s, 
pawnbroker, in Pimlico, but he denied that he had ever 
pawned any clothes of Mrs. Rowley. 

Mr. Metcalfe—Why, have you not pawned her seal- 
skin cloak? Mr. Rowley—Never. 

Mr. Metcalfe—Why, I have your letter in which men- 
tion is made of your having done so, and we can pro- 
duce the cloak. 

Mr. Rowley said he should like to see it. 

Mr. Metcalfe read an extract of the letter referred to, 
but it was notallowed in evidence. 

Mr. Metcalfe then said he proposed to read to the 
witnesses several letters written by Mr. Rowley, and 
also letters in answer from Mrs. Rowley, and said he did 
so to show from the tone of the letters written by Mr. 
Rowley that there had been complaints of previous 
cruelty, as he implored his “ dear ‘Titty’’ to forgive him, 
and he would behave for the future in the most tender 
manner to his “ own dear little Titty,” and in one drew 
a sketch of her leg, and hoped her legs were pretty well, 
and asked her nut to show them so much when on the 
pier at Boulogne. 

Mr. Rowley said he did write the letter, and he hoped 
he had shown she had got a good leg. ( Laughter.) 

Mr. Metcalfe then jaded to read these letters, 
which were written in 1852 and 1853, and contained 
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be said to bean act/of cruelty, when she was left in 

charge of the concierge of the hotel, although one could 

but hardly think that there was some cruelty in a 

man, ten days after, leaving his wife without supper and 

going to the opera, but in this case he thought that per- 

jury could not be maintained. The next case was the 

forcing a spoonful of salt into Mrs. Rowley’s mouth at 

Frankfort, which was denied by Mr. Rowley, but as no 

one was present it could only be oath against oath, and 

no one pretended there could be an assignment of per- 

jury on that ground.

Mr. Metcalfe said he was desirous to say, on the part 
of Mrs. Rowley, that from the lapse of years, she might 
have been wrong on many minor points, but on the 
mainpoints shew as correct, and regretted having stated 
anything that was wrong. 

r. Sleigh, without reference to the observations of 
Mr. Metcalfe, should have been contented with the 
adjournment proposed by the worthy mmgistrate, as 
there were some points in the evidence which re- 
quired explanation, but as it was evidently the 
magistrate’s desire to throw oil on troubled waters, 
and put an end to this most painful inquiry, he wovl? 
advise his client to defer to the judgment of the magis 

trate; but he was bound to say that Mr. Rowley never 
had any intention to asperse or injure his late wife, but 
all he required was in self defence to make his own 
statement and clear himself. 

Mr. Rowley said—Can I say a few words? 

Mr. Paynter—You had better consult your counsel! 
and friends. I shall adjourn the inquiry for a week. 
Mr. Rowley said he had cfféred that course ten days

THE REVIVAL MOVEMENT IN INDIA. 

We have just been favoured with a document which 
completely illumines the very interesting movement of 
which the public have recently beard in Calcutta. It 
appears to have originated with Dr. Duff, the distin- 
guished Free Church missionary. While the ministers 
of the various missions in turn presided, they and lay- 
men promiscuously offered prayer. Asa rule on each 
occasion four portions of Scripture were read, accom- 
panied by four upliftings of the heart in praise and praycr. 
There was a slight, but very slight, intermixture cf ex- 
pesitory remarks, which appear to have been carried 
on with judgment, since it generally tended to encourage 
prayer as well as direct it. The exercises continued 
ten days. At the close Dr. Duff reviewed the proceed- 
ings, pointing out the significance of various facts 
which clearly indicated that though no very conspicuous 
external manifestations of Divine influence had 
been exhibited, there had been much of inward spiritual 
blessing experienced by numbers. If the meetings had 
not realised all which s»me sanguine minds had antici- 
pated, they had realised far more than many had dared 
to expect. Without any public notice the hall was 
tolerably well filled on the first day. Though the sub- 
sequent mornings were occasionally blustering and 
rainy, the hall was always well filled—sometimes over- 
crowded. Instead of abating, the interest appeared to 
increase to the very last. Many declared that they ob 
tained new insight into the meaning of God's Word, new. 
and more impressive views of Divine realities, and were 
greatly revived and refreshed~in spirit. Christians of 
all denominations drew nearer to each other in the bonds 
of a common faith and love. Pious laymen, belonging to 
the various churches, had, for the first time, taken an 
active and effective share in such public devotional 
meeting; and, amid all the services, so completely were 
all one in faith and doctrine, that a stranger in no in- 
stance could detect, from the sentiments expressed or 
the petitions offered, to what body or section of the 
Christian Church the different parties belonged. In 
consequence of the devotional spirit awakened, fresh life 
had been poured into private and domestic prayers; se- 
veral social praver-meetings had been formed; the mi- 
nistrations of some of the pulpits had been enlivened ; 
there were a few laymen who had resolved to hold a bu- 
siness men’s prayer meeting daily at the rooms of the 
Bible Socicty, Hare-street, at half-past nine o'clock ; 
aid it was resolved to renew these union prayer-meet- 
ings at the Old Church Room, on Tuesday, 25th instant, 
the first of three native holidays, and to continue them

During the meeting numbers were deeply affected to 
tears, and not a few seemed audibly to sigh and sob 
under strong emotion. ‘Two or three were so over- 
come that they had to be carried out, but they are saia 
to have since “ enjoyed great peace and joy in believ- 
ing.” All went away as if sorry that the meeting was 
at an end—feeling that it was good to have been there, 
and hungering and thirsting after a renewal of 
similar meetings. 

Be the ultimate result what it may, one thing is cer- 
tain, that there never has been such a series of prayer 
meetings in Calcutta before. On a thanksgiving or fast 
day, large assemblies have been convened of the mem- 
bers of particular congregations in theirown respective 
churches. But such a series, day by day, in succession, 
for ten days, of union prayer-meetings, in which minis- 
ters and laymen of the Established Churches of England 
and Scotland, the Free Church of Scotland, the Indepen- 
dent and Baptist Churches took a cordial and brotherly 
part, had never been conceived before as practicable. In 
what has has been called the spirituallycold freezing at- 
mosphere of Calcutta, such an accomplished fact may well 
be regarded as one of the signs ofthetimes. It isall the 
more notable inasmuch as there was nothing through - 
out the series of an exciting nature to allure an audi- 
ence—no statements of extraordinary facts or scenes— 
no strong appeals or rousing addresses until the very 
close—nothing, or very little, beyond the solemn reading 
of Scripture, prayer, and praise. 

Let us hope that this is the beginning of better times. 
Nothing but power from on high can change the face 
of this wintry world, and clothe it with the verdure of a 
spiritual spring, to be followed with a harvest of salva- 
tion.— British Standard,

The fact, we be- 
lieve, is, that 10 acres are needed for the evergrowing 
scientific treasures: this land must be obtained, either 
now in mass or in plots during the dozen years next 
tocome. Should this circumstance be fairly stated at the 
outset, how can the result of a vote be doubtful? Land on 
theSouth Kensington estate may be obtained by the nation 
from her Majesty’s Commissioners at least four-fifths cheaper 
than from the proprietors of Montague-place and Russell- 

uare. The first, we imagine, mav be had for £5,000 or 
£10,000 an acre. The other would have to be bought at 
£45,000 or £50,000 the acre. The difference on 10 acres 
would be £400,000. Why, this sum would build a palace for 
the reception of the scientific collections. 

The volume which is looked forward to with so much 
curiosity, as revealing in a certain measure the extent or 
nature of Mr. W. H. Will's direct contributions to Household 
Words, is to be published on January 15, by Messrs, Chap- 
man and Hall.

One company of the Tower Ham- 
lets Militia was quartered in the upper storey of the west 
block, with men of the 24th Regiment living under them, 
and exactly opposite to thein, the interval between the 
two buildings being about 15 yards, while the remainder 
of their own regiment occupied huts some little 
way off. After partaking of a hearty Christmas dinner 
it appears that someof the Tower Hamlets and 2nd 
battalion of the 24th betook themselves to the canteen 
of the latter regiment, where an argument began, mooted 
originally, it is said, by the men of the 24th, as to 
which"tegiment had had the best dinner provided for 
them by their officers. This took place between the 
hours of 7 and 8 p.m., at which time the canteens are 
closed. As far as we can learn, a great deal ot bitter 
feeling had now arisen, and on leaving the canteen the 
men of the 24th went up stairs to the rooms occupied by 
the Tower Hamlets, and commenced a warfare with 
mops and brooms. So far, though it was a case of 
going to war fur an “ idea,” the combat did not assume 
much more serious proportions than “ Molly 's” battle 
royal, as described by Fielding ; but both parties ap- 
pear to have become gradually more exasperated, and at’ 
length the men of the 24th Regiment betook themselves to 
their own quarters in the opposite gallery, and began to 
Joad their rifles with ball cartridges. It seems asto- 
nishing that the officers were not summoned from their 
mess-house, which was close by, before things arrived 
at this pass; but when they were sent for rifles had 
already been discharged by the 24th rioters against 
their opposite neighbours. It was some time before 
the officers could quell the tumult, and when they 
did so, it appeared that four men of the Militia had 
been wounded, and, from the marks left by the bullets, 
several shots must have been fired. We can- 
not hear that the Militia fired at all; at any 
rate, if they did, they did so without effect. Of 
the wounded men, one expired after great 
suffering, t 8 o'clock this morning (26th instant) ; 
the others are said to be progressing favourably 
The Colonel of the 24th Regiment has been telegraphed 
for, and all the officers who were on leave have been 
recalled. _A searching investigation has, we hear, been 
already instituted into the origin of these disgraceful 
proceedings, and when our report left Aldershott the 
waggons of the Military Train were waiting to receive 
the baggage belonging to the 24th Regiment, which 
corps will, on dit, be removed to the North Camp, pen- 
ding instructions from the higher authorities. Any one 
who has seen the window frames riddled with bullets 
must Have wondered that many more lives were not 
sacrificed. Strong picquets belonging to the 
other regiments in the South Camp were stationed on 
the spot all last night, and will be again this evening, 
for fear of any further collision. As far as we could 
learn, not a single man of the 24th Regiment had re- 
ceived any serious injury. Fortygseven men of that 
corps are in confinement in the asal for having 
taken part in the riot. Up to the present time the con- 
duct ol the troops in camp had been so exemplary and 
the diminution of crime so, marked, when compared 
with regiments quartered in other places, that great re- 
gret is expressed at this unfortunate affuir. We, how- 
ever, feel bound to state, from inquiries made in all 
quarters, that the Tower Hamlets Militia were not only 
not the aggressors, but that they, on the contrary, be- 
haved with the greatest forbearance. We are the more 
constrained to say this, as we believe that from their 
previous history they had not been in great favour with 
the higner author“: ties. 
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EMBEZZLEMENT AND ATTEMPTED SUICIDE.——W e men- 
tioned on Monday that John Ferguson, a young Scotch- 
man, 19 years old, had absconded, and that he had taken 
with him, or previously misappropriated, £370 belong- 
ing to his employcrs,who are merchants, in Mosley-street, 
Manchester. It appears that Ferguson left this city on 
Friday last, but it was ne@until Sunday that Mr. Super- 
intendent Maybury, of the detective police, was com- 
municated with. During Sunday Sergeant Bateman 
was despatched to Liverpool, as it was concluded that 
Ferguson would attempt to sail thence as soon 
ashe could. The account which has since reached Man- 
chester is bricf and imperfect,but so far as it goes, we fear 
that it is perfectly reliable. On ‘Tuesday morning, Mr. 
Bateman, accompanied by a Liverpool officer, went on 
board a ship said to be called the Empire of Peace, or 
the Emperor of the Peace. ‘They soon found that Fer- 
guson was on board, and they proceeded to his berth. 
The unfortunate young fellow had, however, no sooner 
canght a glimpse of the officers—he would probably 
know Mr. Bateman by sight—than he shot himself with 
a pistol which he had ready leaded under his pillow. Ile 
was conveyed on shore and taken to the General Hospi- 
tal, where he is now lying in a very precarious state.— 
Manchester Guardian. 

CoxFession or THE Leeps Murperer.—Norming- 
ton has made aconfession as to the murder of Mr. 
Broughton, at Roundhay, near Leeds. It is understood 
that he admits striking the fatal blow, and taking the 
watch from the deceased, though he was accompanied 
by a second man whose name he does not disclose. 
That he was tire principal in the murder there could 
never for one moment be any doubt ; but he has made 
somany statements with respect to the second man, 
as to destroy almost all reliance upon his word. For 
many weeks past the Chief’ Constable of Leeds has 
been in search first of one man and then of another, 
against whom Normington’s descriptions pointed, but 
only to find himself deccived when he congratulated 
himself on success. No doubt is entertained as to the 
presence of two persons at the murder. Our York 
correspondent states that Normington has evinced day 
by day an earnest desire to profit by the spiritual con- 
solation and instruction afforded to him by the chaplain 
(the Rev. C. J. Thompson), who has been unremitting 
in his attendance upon the culprit.
